These Doukhobor villages look Iike a 
slice of Russia cut out of the black plain 
and dropped down upon North America, 
save that the houses are better and the 
people more thrifty. The average village 
is one long road with a row of cottages, 
on éach side. The buildings are of wood! 
and frame, but the roofs are often of 
thatch or turf. Many of the hauses are 
made of logs, well chinked and plaster- 
ed. The windows are of small panes with 
heavy wooden shutters; which are closed 
at night. Plenty of whitewash is «sed 
and everything glares. The average house 
is of one story, and it has seldom more

than two roams. The principal room 
serves as dining room, bed room and 
kitchen. It has a great chimney at one 
side, with a beke oven connection: a 
wide bench runs around the walls for 
use as chairs during the day and beds 
at night, and a table is in mos® cases the 
rest of the furniture, 
Queer Bath House. 

The houses are much better kept than 
in Russia. I have traveled thousands of 
miles through the czar’s farming regions, 
seldom finding a peasant home that was 
sanitary or clean. The Canadian Douk- 
hobor women scrub almost ag much as 
the Dutch, and all the people take regu- 
lar sweat baths. Every village has its 
bath house. This is a littie log cabin 
containing a brick oven. It is entered by 
a low door, bu; has no windows or other 
openings. When the bath house tg to be 
used the oven ts heateg red hot and they 
the bathers enter stark naked, each car- 
rying a bucket or so of water. They 
throw these on the red ho; stones, and 
within a few moments the house is filled 
with steam. Each bather hag a bunch 
of willow twigs with which he whips and 
rubs every part of his body. In a short 
time he beging to perspire, and it is 
not long before he ig thoroughly cleansed. 

A Thrifty Community. 

The Doukhobors are rapidly amassing 
wealth. I wag told in Winnipeg that they 
had brought in as much as $200,000 at 
pone time, and that they are steadily im- 
| proving their property and towns. They 
-ere now building elévatorse for their own 
i 


grain and have pit up. mills to grind 
their own flour. Some of their villages 
have constructed flax mills and linseed 
oll millg and some will put up woolen 
mills. 

As it ig now, the Doukhobors have 
their own sheep and spin the cloth <or 
their clothes. Much of their machinery 
is being driven by steam and they have 


some steam plows. 1 understand that 
they have discovered clay on their land, 
and that they expect to put up a brick 
plant ang have brick @wellings for the 
future. _. They also talk “of g@ narrow- 
gauge railway to connect their villages; 
and they will probably inttodiuce the tel- 


ion, and who every now and then break 
out in what might be calleg a spiritual 
revival, which is far more radical than 
any revivals in the United States. At 
such times they say Christ is about to 
appear on earth a second time, and they 
start out on a pilgrimage to meet Him. 
They then go back to first principles, 
and try to .subsist entirely on rootg and 
vegetables, turning their live stock out 
on the prairies to be taken possession 
of by whomsoever pleases. They imag- 
ine that it igs wrong to eat meat, and 
even to wear woolen clothing, as the 
sheep had to be robbed of their coats 
Some resort 
to the state of Adam and Eve and go 
naked. I have seen photographs of 
Doukhobars taken at the time of gucp re- 
Vivals. Both men ang women were snap- 
ped in a nude state and the photographs 
form the mos; disgusting groups of living 
statuary ever taken by a camera. 

The Canadian government has been try- 
ing to step these pilgrimages. It has 
arrested the pilgrimg and made them put 
on their clothes, and even held them for 
some time in prison. In 1902 a number 
of Doukhobors turned their horses, cat- 
tle and sheep out on the prairies, and at 
another time they got the idea they 
shoulg have nothing to do with metal, and 
the women cut the hooks and eyes out 
of their garments. Some gaid that they 
should not work the earth for fear they 
would spoil it, and some, threw away 
their shoes because certain animals had 
been rebbed of their skins to make 
them. 

It was along in May, 1903, that forty- 
five Doukhobors got a revelation that 
Christ woulq appear somewhere in the 
neighborhood of Winnipeg. I have never 
heard why Winnipeg was the ehosen 
point, although I imagine that city needs 
regeneration quite as much. as any place 
else. At any rate, those forty-nve Douk- 
hobors, consisting of men, women and 
children, stripped off their clothes and 
made a stark naked march through the 
sixteen Doukhobor villages, gathering up 
recruits. The story of the march, writ- 
ten by one of the pilgrims, was published 
in a Russian paper, and a few extracts 
from this will give us some idea of it 
from a Doukhobor standpoint. Says the 
p-igrim: 

“After the i2th of May we went In the 
manner of the first man, Adam, to show | 
nature to humanity, and how man should 
return to his father-man. We were 
beaten in some of the villages, and at 
one place twenty men surrounded us, and 
would not let us come into their town. 
That night we lay on the ground cluster- 
ed into one heap. It rained and snowed. 
The people who guarded<-us put on their 
sheepskin coats; but we remained naked 
and it was really wonderful that In such 
a wind we were not frozen. The cold was 
great, but not one of the naked was 
frozen.’

The 
basic principle of its manufacture is so 
simple that very few people have any 
conception of what hag been done and 
woat is still to be done. 

As with most great invergtions, the 
manufacture of water. gas depends in 
the, first instance upon a very plain and 
easily intelligible fact. Water ig com- 
posed, as everybody knows, of two parts 
of hydrogen and one of oxygen, the par- 
ticles being chemically united. When 
water is brought into contact with in- 
tensely heated carbon—in the form, for 
example, of burning coal or coke—the 
oxygen unites with the nearby carbon, 
giving carboriic oxide in a gaseous state. 
This union allows the hydrogen, a light 
and highly inflamable gas, to go free. 
But it isn’t enouga just to pour on water 
and draw off an illuminating medium; 
the gas thus obtained won't give light.

First there is the problem of securing!

THE FARMER'S RIGHT TO FIX PRICES. - 
If the law of supply and demand is to be subject to continued and per- 
sistent subversion by combinations of buyers and trusts formed to traffic

in the farmer’sS product at the lowest price to the producer and the 
highest price to the consumer; what protection is there to the producer ex-} 


cept by some sort of union of interests in the: effort to control the selling 
price of what he makes, at a figure which will give him a living margin 
of profit? : 

The situation was strikingly illustrated in two. gatherings held last 
| week in the west. Simultaneously with the meeting of the Farmers’ Co- 
| operative Business Congress, at Topeka, Kans., for the purpose of devising 
‘means for better cooperative effort among the producers in the marketing 
‘of their crop, the interstate commerce commission met at Kansas City for 
the purpose of beginning its inquiry into the methods and systeth of the 
'great grain trust. There some interesting and remarkable testimony was 
brought out, showing the system of combinations by which the trust dic- 
| tates. But it remained for the commission to get at more positive and 
| striking facts when it transferred its sitting from Kansas City to Des 
| Moines, Iowa, where it was shown that the Des Moines Cereal Club was 
|in the habit of voting daily on the prices to be~paid to the farmers for 
‘their grain! It other words, the status of the crop cut no figure; what the 
‘farmer got depended merely on the view of the situation taken by the grain 
dealers’ association that day. When the prices had been fixed by the club, 
its agent simply issued a card fo all of the elevators in the trust, and those 
were the controlling prices for the day, regardless of the true value of the 
product. The testimony further disclosed that independent elevators, op- 
erated by the farmers, while they may be allowed to continue for a while, 
are ultimately forced into a pooling arrangement with the association or 
trust elevators, on penalty of losing business by price manipulation. 

Here is, indeed, a serious condition of affairs confronting the grain pro- 
ducers of the west. It is a condition from which laws have not yet given 
them any relieef. Anti-trust laws have been enacted and reenacted, but 
the trust still gets in its work and the producer continues to suffer. 

The most practical remedy at this time is contained in suggestions 
which emanated from the Farmers’ Cooperative Business Congress, at To- 
peka. It is just as much the right of the farmer to put a price upon his 
product as it is of the man who handles it in commerce to fix the seHing 


j ducer and seriously affect the future 


value of each article of manufacture or merchandise. Individually, how- 
ever, the farmer is at a disadvantage; collectively, he is all-powerful. It 
was the urgent recommendation of, the Topeka congress that the grain 
producers of the west should get together, just as the cotton producers of 
the south have done in the Farmers’ Union; that they should build, own 
and operate their own elevators, both local and terminal, just as the cotton 
farmers are now building their own warehouses and operating their own 
gins. The congress was firm in the belief that in the Farmers’ Union and 
the practical application of its principles, there is relief of the right kind 
for the grain producers, and it, was determined to press the dissemination 
of those principles and the extension of the Farmers’ Union in the great 
western grain producing states. Ai 

What is true of grain and cotton is true of practically every other 
product of agriculture. The same influences are everywhere at work to get 
from the producer his product at the lowest possible price. Take the fruit 
industry, for instance. The remarkable showing was recently made that 
out of a California fruit crop which brought a total of $30,000,000 from the 
consumer, the producer received $7,000,000, less than 25 per cent of the 
ultimate value of the product! 

The producer owes it to himself, to his family, to his state, to find 
and apply the true remedy for these conditions. It can be found only i 
united, cooperative effort. Whatever form it may take, union and co- 
operation there must be, if there is to be success\ There is no one so 
surely as the producer who has the power, by this unfted effort, to con- 
trol the supply of his product, and in that united effort lies the secret of 
getting for that produce its true value in exchange.

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PEG LEG WILLIAMS AS A BURNING ISSUE.

emigrant agent who undertook the work. 

Several years ako Peg Leg Williams became famous in Georgia as an 
emigrant agent who made a profitable business of shipping negroes by the 
thousands to the cotton fields of Arkansas and Mississippi. He operated 
extensively through middle Georgia and reduced the population of several 
counties to such an extent that he was threatened with lynching if ever 
caught within their confines again. 

The elimination theory worked so well with the astute Peg Leg that he 
declared that if given uninterrupted sway for a few years he would solve 
the negro problem in Georgia. 

But the general assembly cut his caredér short. It passed a law mak- 
ing the pursuit of his business in Georgia a crime, and from that day to 
this any emigrant agent who endeavors to solve the race problem in Geor- 
gia on this basis does so at the risk of his liberty. 

Now the question arises—did the. general assembly act wisely in cut- 
ting short the industrious career of Peg Leg Williams; and is the next 
legislature likely to act upon the suggestion of that somewhat noted de- 
porter and give him the chance for which he has so long yearned—to solve 
the race problem in Georgia? 

If that is the idea, and if that is what the state wants, it should be 
remembered that Peg Leg is a genuine artist when it comes to his class 
of work, and if Georgia wants to get rid of jts negro labor, there is no hu- 
man agent who can more satisfactorily dispose of it than the aforesaid Peg 
Leg, who almost lost his life down the Georgia road because he tried to 
put his pet theory into practice a few years ago. But perhaps the situa- 
tion has changed since then, and maybe a royal welcome instead of a rope

Bonaparte, having made a most 
commendable record in the post of 
secretary of the navy, has been given 
the attorney general's portfolio and 
will have a prominent part in the 
widely advertised Roosevelt pro- 
gramme of curbing the trust evils. 


In the elections which have recent- 
ly agitated Georgia the people of the 


disfranchisement legislation—the so- 
called disfranchisement of the negro. 
Further, they have given their in- 
dorsement, in effect, to the Alabama 
plan of disfranchisement, the plan in- 
dorsed as the best of all those which 
have been adopted by’ the successful 
candidate in the race for governor. 
The people of Georgia have spoken 
in no uncertain terms, and the nec 
essary result will be the enactment 
in Georgia in the near future of a 
disfranchisement law similar to that 
now of force in the adjoining state 
of Alabama. 

In an open letter to Governor Jelks, 
Charles P. Lane, editor of The Hunts- 
ville (Ala.) Daily Tribune, takes the 
position that Alabama's constitution 
offers a premium for negroes to qual- 
ify for suffrage, and that thousands 
will proceed to fit themselves for this 
privilege. Mr. Lane, it should be 
stated, was a strong supporter of the 


Which wrongly gave the privilege of 
suffrage to-the negro race. The Ala- 
bama “permanent clause,” he says, 
offers a premium and an inducement 
to the negro to qualify for suffrage. 
Of an inferior race and imbued with 
the love of the right of suffrage, 
there is no doubt that thousands will 
come up to the standard of qualifica- 
tions. “To them,” says Mr. Lane, 
“the front doorway is open. To the 
indifferent whites, who, accustomed 
to the franchise distinction, feel no 
special interest in it, the back door 
is open, and mahy troops of them are 
passing out that way. This is a 
double-edged sword, cutting both 
ways, and both ways disastrous ‘to 
white supremacy. I understand how 
one edge of this sword can be blunt- 
ed, but I abhor the thought of our 
proud people eternally being protect- 
ed by shivering perjurers!”

The affliction of ward MacDowell. 
the composer, 18 one of the saddest re- 
sults of overwurk known to the artistic 
world in this country. Just at the time 
when it had become plain that MacDowell 
was the greatest composer that fhig coun- 
try has produced, just when it was clear 
that his whole future should be given 
to composition and when he wag young 
cnough to have a reasonable expectation 
of thirty or forty years in which to pro- 
duce the ripeneg fruits of his genius, the 
man broke down:-as the result of the 
Over-strain of teaching in connection with 
his composition. It ig beyond question 
that MacDowell will never be able to 
work again, while the possibility of a long 
physical life with impaired mind is be- 
fore him. 


the Mendelssohn Club, of Manhattan, of 
which the composer was once the conduc- 
tor, has undertaken to raise a fund which 
will make him comfortable. In that 
worthy object the club asks the coopera- 
tion of every person who is interesteq in 
MacDowell’s miusic, and it should receive 
such aid spontaneously. 

If MacDowell had written half a dozen 
rag-time songs which hit the popular 
fancy he would have placed himself be- 
yond the neeg of assistance. Because he 
sought to put the visions of a poet into 
the highest and most perfect forms of 
which musical art is capable, he is poor. 
Because he needed the leisure for com- 
position he has broken himself in trying 
to secure it. It is a story as old as the 
arts, but it is a story which should not 
go on repeating itself tidefinitely. The 
world has grown intelligent and it should 
appreciate the rarity of genius, and espe- 
clally of musical genius, clearly enough to 
make sure that when such a genius ap- 
pears it should not wear Itself out be- 
fore the real work for which it was creat- 
ed has been accomplished. 

Years ago when some one askeg Pader- 
ewski what use could best be made of 
money to further the interests of music 
in this country, the pianist replied: “By 
endowing MacDowell so that he need do 
nothing but write.’’ Probably the adwice 
wag considered impracticable or even 
fantastic. But if it had been followed, 
there would have been no such tragedy 
ag that which thig call for a fung re- 
veals. For MacDowell’s case is even 
more pitiful than that of Schubert, Chop'n 
and other gifted musicians whom it seug- 
gests. They died too young, but to have 
finished one’s work too young and not to 
be able to die, that ig the deepest trag- 
ed. j

showing the contrast between the condi- 
tion of cotton from the cotton states of 
America and from India received in Ja- 
pan, 

Strange as it may appear, the advan- 
tage is all on the side of the Hindu ex- 
porters, who exercise greater caution in 
protecting their export products. Mr. 
Sharp writes: 

“The Bombay cotton is the best pack- 
ed of all that comes to this niarket. The 
bales are of a uniform weight of 400 
pounds, and {ft is seldom necessary to 
weigh more than ten out of every 190 
when taking delivery. They are wrapped 
in a good quality of sacking and arrive 
without being torn or damaged, and the 
marks are plainly legible. 

“In strong contrast with the bales from 
Bombay is the condition in which cotton 
from the Laited States reaches this coun- 
try. The sacking is a very coarse kind 
of gunny, which is easily torn in transit. 
and as there is no protection by sheds at 
the places of packing and transshipment, 
the cotton generally receives much dam- 
age from the weather. As a consequence 
the marks are always indistinct and are 

frequently entirely obliterated. 

“Another point which militates against 
American cotton is the great variation 
in the weight of the bales. Uniformity tn 
this respect is very desirable, as it great- 
ly facilitates the estimating of space re- 
quired for storing and lightering. Sheds 
have been erected at this port for the 
storage and handling. of cotton by the 
Tokyo Warehouse Company in conjune- 
tion with the dealers !n cotton. This come * 
pany has three sheds with a ground floor 
snace of 3,136 tawbo (111,592 square feet), 
two brick warehouses covering 1,152 tsu- 
bo (40,993 square feet), two plers for 
lighters, each 36x72 feet, and has also 
built 2% miles of railroad track in the 
compound.” 

Commodious sheds have been erected at 
Kobe for the exclusive accommeédation 
of raw cotton, but such protection ftom 
the rain and the weather and from depre- 
dation of various kinds is not furnished 
at all the places whee cotton its baled 
and at points of transshipment, and the 
loss and damage to the staple by the 
time it reaches China, Japan and other 
foreign countries from broken bales, dis- 
coloration and loss in quantity, i* fre- 
ported by our representatives abroad to 
be considerable.

“Tl am criticised by Mayor Woodwara 
for voting for Captain Jett. I have noth- 
ing to apologize for-in that matter, I 
have always been for civil service, but I 
am also for the good of Atlanta and for 
the good of the police department. Cap- 
tain Moon .had been dismissed from the 
force, and it was absolutely necessary 
that another: captain siiould’ be chosen. 
To leave. the _ police force of 
Atlanta without adequate’. officers 
would bring chaos upon it. I 
think, as a conscientious official, that I 
should have @ vOice in selecting the best 
men possible for that position. If there 
had been a deadlock in thé board with 
four in favor of an election~ under civil 
service rules and four against, it would 
have resulted in detnoralizing the force 
and in’ making another spectacle of the 
| police’ board by bringing it into .urther 
contempt and ridicule, and in leaving the 
force without the necessary number of 
captains. I did not think it best for the 
city to engage in a4 wrangle of that sort 
from which no good result could come. It 
was conceded that at least half the board 
were against electing a captain under the 
civil service regulations. My act in voting 
for Captain Jett was simply @ recognition 
that in this instance less injury would 
be doné to the force by. electing @ Cap- 
tain than by engaging in a useless wran~- 
gle in attempting’ to select one by civil 
| geryice rules. 

“Again I say I have no apolagy to 
make for voting for. Captain Jett. His 
record has been good. Hels now making 
a good officer, and I am proud of the fact 
that I voted for him, and at the same 
time I am for civil service, and shall 
‘remain for civil service. But it was 4 
condition, and not a mere theory which 
confronted us, and I acted as all prac- 
tical men @o when more could be ac- 
complished by giving up @ theory than 
by sticking to it.

“Mr. Woodward alludes to the resigna- 
tion of Hon, Hoke Smith from Mr. Cleve- 
land's cabinet bécGause of his views upon 
the silver question differed from those 
of Mr. Cleveland. I1 suppose he. brings 
in this far-fetched comparison 
purpose of getting off .a clumsy, and 
clownish illustration, Mr. Woodward 
may be trying to make himself poptiar 
by. bringing in the names of jistinguish- 
ed men. I might make several compari- 
sons of*Mr. Woodward’s record if I de- 
sired to compare him to some great men.

‘““‘When talk about resigning is iInduged 
in by Mr. Woodward it brings to my 
| mind the fact that he himself ronce re- 
| signed the high ofifw: which he now’ holds, 
| but even after having expressly resigned 
| under a certain condition, and after ‘hav- 
| ing been charged with breaking that con- 
, dition, he had the temerity to withdraw 
his resignation. It occurs to me that 
Mr. Woodward is not a proper man to 
give others*lectures upon the subject of

‘‘In -conchusion,. 1 want to apologize to 
| the public for bringing this matter be- 
| fore them.. It was not of my choosing, 
but pvrhen I am: unjustry assailed I am 
compelled to defend myself.

CONVERSIONS 1M COUNTEY 
COST LESS THAN IN CITY 


In 1885 Expense in Atlanta Was 
Only $28—Soul-Saving Has Be- 
come More Expensive All 
Over the Country—Cost 
Is Increasing. 


By Edward Young Clarke. 

Tt is often asked ‘“‘what is the value of 
a soul?’ Th vsual reply is that it can- 
not be computed by money value. But 
in Atlanta converted souts are very ex- 
pensive accordci:rg to the ideas some peo- 
ple have of money. It now costs $82.50 
for €very soul that is saved in Atlanta 
and the cost is rapidly increasing. 

In 1885 the expense to the chur¢hes 
for the saving of a soul averaged in the 
neighborhood of $28, but such good times 
as these are ro more. 

What is the trouble, 
steady increase? 

A number of reasons are given, but few 
of them seem tc reach t'ie heait of the 
matter, Atlanta ig not alone fn this re-

try comes the astounding proposition that

Take, for instance, wOuisvilie, Ky., 
where it cost; ir the neighborhood of $55 
for each soul «cfiverted.

Going ftom the south to the west it is 
discovered that it igs even more expensive 
there than bere. The smaller cities of 
Missouri average up about $150 for each 
soul saved, but. when such places as Den.

per soul, i

The record cost is, however, held by 
three cities ‘of this country—Boston, 
where it ‘akes $450 to convert a soul; 
New York, where it costs $545, ang In- 
dianapolis, which is said to be the Mvst 
expensive place in»the world fér @oui- 
saving, where it costs $620 for each soul 
brought saf2ly into the kingdoni, 

Such figures are startling! 

They cause the thoughtful man ang the 
Student of religious affairs to pause ia 
his 1.uspjn and inquire, ‘“‘What.are we con- 
ing to?” 

With the ccst increasing every year, 
the laborers decreasing, and individual 
effort in the churches growing less an4 
less, especially in the cities, if a change 
does not come it is a question of a very 
Short time before the churches will ve 
facing @ problem hard of solution. 

Highest in Cities. 

Coming »ack to Atlanta it may be gaid 
that the. cost ir the country surrounding 
Atlanta is fur less than in Atlanta itself. 
The conversions are more numerous an. 
the expens: ef handling tie aftairs mich 
less expensive. 

The sum of $19 is the average cost of 
Saving souls ir the rural districts of 
Georgia, In the cities it ranges froza 
$35 to $100. 

When asked the reason for the present 


@tate of affairs one of the most promi- 


nent ministers of Atlanta said: 

“TI think we czn trace the ever-increas- 
Ing cost of siving souls to the lack of 
individual work in the churches and 
the too great cependence upon preacher 
and organization to do what ought to be 
done by the individual member. 

“We-are unJoubtedly tacing a crisis. 
The expense of saving souls is growing 
greater every vear, and yt the liberality 
of .the people is not increasing to any 
very appreciable extent. In order to 
meet -the increased demand for soul- 
Saving in OUr Own country the demand 
is already beihg felt for a lessening uf 
foreign mission support. 

“This would be a calamity indeed, and 
yet the first place the expenses of the 
church are to be cut to make up the ad- 
ditional expense which is steadiiy forg- 
ing forward iff regard to the saving uf ! 
souls in America, will undoubtedly be 
in the call to lop off some of the foreign 
mission money and apply it locally. 

“This is already being done by some 
churches, and it will be only a question 
of a short time before the church will 
feel the narrowing effect of such work. 

“The real Way to overcome the situa- 
tion ig to put the individual members of 
the church into more active personal 
work. There is too much machinery in 
our churches. If souls are not saved the 
church rolls will not grow, and if there 
are not new members to take the place 
of the dying, then the church goes io 
Pleces. If the cost of soul-saving con- 
tinuce to incr-ase it will mean in this 
matter what {t-does in everything else-—- 
Ifs souls will be saved. 

Cost of Torrey Revival Conversions. 


“In consequet.ce the ch rch will suffer 
materially. Take, for example, the vost 
of the saving of souls during the Torrey- 
Alexander revival. Accoraing to tue 
number actuaily converted and not count- 
ing the ones who had Grifting away and 
come back, it ost Atlanta Christians 
$150 per soul saved.

Upon the petition of citizens of Chattoo- 
ga county, Govurnor Terre!l on yesterday 
offered a reward of $200 for the appre 
hension and conviction of ‘the ‘person re- 
sponsible for M Hooks’ death. 

On the morning of October 2 Mrs. 
Hooks took a dose of medicine from @ 
bottle received that morning by mail, and 
fifteen nyinut.s after taking the dose was 
founi in the throes of death upon the 
floor of her Sdroom, with the bottle by 
her side, and her two young children 
weeping over her. Physicians were Ccaii- 
ed, but Mrs. Hooks died within an hour 
and was unable to tell what had. occur- 
red. The bottle; together with her stom- 
ach, were :orwéerded to the state chemist 
for analysis. The bottle was labeled 
““Kodol Nerve Cure,” compounded by tic 
E. C. DeWit: ccempany of Chicago. 

A few days after Mrs. Hooks’ death, 
Lester Groover, a prominemt merchant of 
Chelsea, against whom R; BE, Hooks had 
several weeks before filed a suit for $10,- 
000 damages, charging that Groover had 
alielated <he affeciions of Mrs. Hooks, 
Wag arrested or. a warrant charging him 
with knowledge Of Mrs, Hooks’ death by 
poisoning, an. was committed to jail at 
Summerville, the county seat. 

Rome, Ga., October 27.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Hooks died at her home in La- 
Fayette, Ga., on October 2, from what 
her physician said at the time was 
ptomaine poisoning. On that morning 
she received a package through the 
mail labeled DeWwitte Kodol Nerve 
Tonic, about one tabie spoonful of which 
is the recommended dose. 

Mrs. Hooxs hau been in the habit of 
taking this medicine, and thought ‘this 
Was a sampie package sent to her 
through the mails. §he took an ordinary 
dose, and immediately afterwards be- 
came violently sick. She called to her 
two children, who were in the yard play. 
ing. One of them remained with Mrs. 
Hooks, while the other one ran for as- 
sistance, 

Hie found two men, who went into the 
house, but coulg do nothing for Mrs. 
Hooks, and she soon became uncon- 
scious and died shorty afterward. 

G. Ll. Groover has been charged with 
the crime, and was brought to Rome 
today on an application for bail before 
Judge Moses Wright. The hearing was 
posiponed, however, to be heard at La- 
bayette, Ga., on Tuesday, October 30.

Like other 
ordinary preservatives, it is not one which 
can be classed as a poison in the. usual 
sense of the word. When used as a 
medicine in many cases of derangemeni 
of health ft is like the other chemical 
preservatives, often highly beneficial when 
properly prescribed by a competent phy- 
Siclan. There apears to be no necessity 
for its use, as food can be preserved 
in unobjectionable ways ‘without its aid.’

Harvard, Yale and - Princeten 
Get a Roast 


Big Colleges Refuse to Adopt Re- 
form They Advocated So Strongly. 
Field Goal Record Broken in 
Development of Kicking 
Game—Football Dope. 


Philadelphia, October 27.—(Special.)— 
Harvard, Yale and Princeton have come 
in for some pretty severe but well- 
deserved criticism, for the attitude they 
have taken toward the subcommittee on 
officials appointed by the intercollegiate 
footbal] rules committee. One of the re- 
forms demanded of this cOmmittee al- 
most unanimously was that the rules 
committee should appoint the officials for 


all thé important games, east and west. ; 


In order that the rules of the game might 

be impartially enforced, and al) forms of 

unnecessary roughness and foul play 

eliminated. The custom of letting the 
interested colleges select their own oOffi- 
cialg was bitterly censured and pointed 
out as one of the principal causes of the 
disrepute into which the game was fall- 
ing. And of all the reformers occupying 

prominent places in the band wagon none 
,; made stronger pleas for the new order 
of things, including the selection of offi- 
cials by the rules cOmmittee than Har- 
vard, Yale and Princeton. 

But, for ‘some unaccountable reason, 
these thre universities have refused to 
adopt one of the very reforms they advo- 
cated with so much ardor. They have an- 
nounced within the last week that the 
officials for the Yale-Princeton and Yale- 
Harvard games have been selected by 
representatives of these three universi- 
officials being 
ignored entirely. Now the intercollegiate 
world wants to know why they refuse’ to 
take the same medicine they prescribed 
for others. Of course, no college is bound 
to accept the appointments of this com- 
mittee.uniess it is so inclined. But the 
best interests of the game would be 
greatly conserved if these three institu- 
tions were more consistent in this re- 
gard. When the subcOmmittee announced 
its willingness to undertake, the disagree- 
able task of supplying competent officials 
for the various games, nearly all the 
minor colleges of the east, and few of the 
bigger eastern universities and the whole 
of the “Big Nine’’ in the west/séent their. 
complete schedules, asking the commit- 
tee to supply all officials, thus showing 
their honest desire for a reform in this 
department. Of thé-eastern “Big Five," 
Cornell and Pennsvivania agreed to abide 
by all the aprointments made by the 
committee. Princeton did lifkewise, but 
the refusal of Yale to ret the committee 
select the officials for the Yale-Princeton 
rame compelled’ the Tieers to stand with 
the Filia in this marticular case. 

Arother thine for which Yale in par- 
tievlar {s censured is the manner in 
which the Fills have referred to the offi- 
cials the committee has been sending to 
their. preliminary games. It should be 
noted that the games in which the offi- 
cials’ decistens did not please Yale were 
those in which a Yale man had baen @is- 
cualffied for rough work or for slugging. 
In the Yale-Srrinefield game the umpire 
sent Levene from the game on the ground 
that he had struck one of his opponents. 
The next day the Yale coaches exoner- 
ated their player, claiming that he hed 
merely been improperly coached and that 
the official, who, by the way, was a New 
Haven man, had erred. A hue and cry 
was also raised after the Yale-Penn 
State game a week ago when Frwin had 
to be sent off the field, together with a 
member of the opposing team, wfth whom 
he had engaged in fisticuffs on the field. 
After this game Yale again criticized 
the officials and accused the Penn State 
team, which had given them fheir worst 
scare of the season, of playing too rough 
a game. Now Yale men are uemanding 
that the Penn State college be dropped 
from the list of Yale’s opponents here- 
after. 

Yale may be able to justify this policy, 
but it is plain that the rest of the col- 
lege world does not approve of it.

Of late volwntary subscriptions to the, 
Russian revolutionary movement have 
fallen very low. People have begun to 
lose faith In a movement which appar- 
ently brings no nearer the frequently pre- 
dicted overthrow of the czar’s govern- 
ment and the establishment of the dem- 
ocratic republic. In consequence, the 
raising of the sinews of war has become 
the vital problem for the socialists who 
constitute the bulk of tae various revolu- 
tionary ‘bodies. 

In Poland this has been accomplished 
by organizing a gigantic series of rob- 
beries of which the chief victims are 
government institutions. Trains have 
been held up and mail vans looted in a 
fahsion which recalls the most~ daring 
exploits of the bandits of the untamed 
west. Banks have been looted and treas- 
ury funds seized despite armed guards. 
The raids have been planned with rare 
ekill and oumning and carried out wita 
a reckless courage and audacity which 
the desire for plunder alone could hardly 
have inspired. The perpetrators evidently 
believed it is a case of the end justify- 
ing the means and are troubled. with no 
compunctions of conscience. Besides fill- 
ing the revolutionary. coffers, these dar- 
ing outrages have rekindled interest in 
the socialists ang revived the waning 
faith in their power to make it hot for 
the government.

Jn fact, he would become practically an 
ex-prince possessed of no more authorily 
or dignity than those Buropean monarchs 
who have lost their jobs. 

Should he marry without the Kaiser's 
consent he will have to get the nuptial 
knot thed abroad. Instead of being al- 
lewed te resign from the army, he will 
be expelled from It in disgrace, and prob- 
ably exiled from Germany by imperial 
decree. The emperor might also confis- 
cate his property. But foreseeing this 
contingency the prince has taken steps 
to place as many as possible of his pos- 
sessions beyond the reach of his imperial 
cousin. by transferring his valuables to 
the vaults of a London safe deposit com- 
Pany and investing his money in English 
and French securities. 

Bound to Marry Actress. 

The fact that he hag adopted thie course 
indicates. that he is fully resolved on 
marrying the actress. It would still be 
possible, however, for the kaiser, should 
he carry hig resentment so far, to order 
the confiscation of some notes tieg up in 
German securities and deprive the prince 
of the land which he inherited from his 
father who died of apoplexy only a month 
ago.

Scorpion, taran- 
tulates and centipedes abound, but are 
seldom seen,except in the jungle, and 
they attack only when -molested. Their 
sting—unlike the scorpion of Mexico—is | 
not deAdly, and a drop of ammonia suf. | 
fices to allay the pain and prevent in- 
flammation. 

Cuba is the sportsman’s paradise. 
Game of almost every variety abounds 
in profusion, and the hunter can tramp 
through the dense forests by day, and 
swing in his hammock by night, without 
danger from any of God's creatures, un- 
less it be the Cuban bandit. 

The world knows that Cuba yields the 
finest Sugar, tobacco, coffee and cocao, 
consumned, but few persons are aware 
that its mineral wealth is almost inex- 
haustible. 


Negro Numbers One-Third of the 
Population. 

5o much for Cuba as nature made her, 
for man has done but little. It is to be 
deplored that the Deauty, power and 
richness of this giorious island, is not 
found reflected in tho sons of her soll. 

The negro population of Cuba—that is 
full negro—forms about one- third of the 
population. Physically they are far Str} 
perior to the Cubans ang quite superior 
to our American negro, The present: 
generation is inferior to the older ne- 
groes, but as a class they are tall, well; 
developed and straight as a palm tree, 
The women carry heavy weights on the 
head with a grace and ease to be envied! 
by northern women; indeed, considering 
that they wear slippers without heels | 
balanced on the toes, it is remarkable. | 
It is amusing to watch them, their grace, 
their dignity and their self -poise and! 
utter unconsciousness, either in walking} 
or standing, has something ludicrous in! 
it. They wear their cotton wrappers as a 
queen of the aucients carried her royal! 
robes. 

There are many light mulattoes: in 
fact, one se@s every shade of yellow or 


brown, and all classes of the colored race 
in Cuba have fine eyes and teeth. 


The women wear calico wrappers with a

His insignificant appearance, char- 
acter and manners make one pause and | 
wonder if the Spanish ‘‘caballero,”’ that | 
embodiment of all that was chivalrous 
and noble, f simple a historical myth 
of that age when Spain held her head 
above all other nations. The average 
Cubean’s utter lack of energy and enter- 
prise forbode an early extinction of his 
race. This degeneracy of the old Spanish 
type in the Antilles is owing to the ad- 
vancement in Spanish times of the low- 
est orders of men, principally officers of 
the army and government employees, and 
their elevation to power through party 
influence or intrigue. They mixed with 
the better classes though not‘of them, 
and thus it is that Cuban society of the 
present day is not characterized bythe 
culture and refinement of a few genera- 


tions past. 


Women Largely Dlustrate. 

As a race the Cubans are naturally in- 
telligent, but for want of education and 
training have remained more or less ig- 
norant and illiterate. This is especially, 
true of the women, who, until the Ameri- 
can school system was introduced into 
Cuba, never went to schoo] after 12) 
years of age and had no ambition to 
learn, 

Dress and marriage is the goal of the 
average Cuban girl’s ambition, and too 
often the former ceases to be a subject 
of interest once the latter has been at- 
tained.

They have from the beginning lacked 
ambition and amour propre; thus only 
can it be explained that while their 
slaves fought for and gained their free- 
dom, they themselves remained for so 
many years in humillating bondage to 
Spain.

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Clerks’ Hours in Germany. 
(Berlin Correspondence London Standard.) 

A discussion is going on in commercial 
circles in Germany regarding the respec- 
tive merits of the English and German 
systems of arranging the hours of work 
in banks, company offices ang big busi- 
ness houses. : 

It has always been customary in Ger- 
many for clerks and accountants and ail 
workers of this class to begin work con- 
siderably earlier -than ig the case in Eng- 
land, and to terminate work in the eve- 
ning much later than is usual in London. 
Work begins in German offices, as a rule, 
at 8 o'clock in the morning, and is fre 
anently not concluded before 8 o'clock in 
the evening. Partial compensation for 
the early beginning and late termination 
is obtained by taking a two hours’ pause 
at midday, but even with this break the 


siderably exceed those in English offices, 
especially as ‘a half-holiday on Saturday 
is still an exceptional arrangement in 
Germany. 

An agitation is now going on for the 
abolition of the long midday interval and 
of the introduction of the hours of work 
usual in English offices.

Many German stockholders, company 
directors, directors of banks and captaing 
of industry adopt a curious arrangemeni 
by which they dine at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon and afterwards return to thelr 
offices from 6 tid 8 in the evening.

The provpect of continuing his journey 
and the bustle of preparation ra®sed the 
spirits of the r.valid and gave him a fic- 
titious energy. He had fought depres- 
@ion and despair in all hfs conscious mo- 
metits, uever admitted that the devasta- 
tion in his body was mortal, With but 
@& remnant of his former strength, and '| 
emaciated beyond recognition, he attend-. 
ed a banquet on the night preceding his 
departure, and on the following morn- 
ing @tood up in his sledge and acknowi- 
efged the godspeed of the population of 
itkutsk assembled in the square before 
the paiace ot the governor.

The snow rarely falls in Krasnolarsk. 
It is a little oasis in the great winter 
desert of Siberia. Rezanoyv, his face 
turned to the window, could see the red 
banks on the opposite side of the river. 
The sun transformed the gilded cupolas 
and crosses into dazzling ‘points of light, 
and the sky above the spires and towers, 
the stately square and narrow. dirty 
streets of the bustling little capital, wag 
@s blue and unflecked as that which 
arched so high above a land where Cas- 
tilian roses grew, and one woman among 
@ gay and thoughtless peOple dreamed, 
with alj the passion of her splendid 
youth, of the man to whom she had 
pledged .an eternal troth. Rezanov’s 
mind was clear in those last moments, 
ut something of the serenity and the 
selfishness of death had already de- 
ascended upon him.

@ part of the general futility of life, in- 
significant enough at the grand thresh- 
eld of death. 
No doubt that his great schemes would 
@ie. with him, and were he remembered 
at all it would be as a dreamer; or as 
@ failure because he had died before 
accomplishing what his brain and en- 
ergy and enthusiasm alone could force 
to fruition. None realized better than 
he the paucity of initiative and execu- 
tive. among the characteristics of the 
Slav. What mattered it? He had had 
giiitipses more than once of the appar- 
entiy illogical sequence of life, the van- 
ity of human effort, the wanton cruelty 
@ nature. He had known men struck 
Gown before in the maturity of thelr 
ugefulness, cities “destroyed by earth- 
quake.or hurricane in the fairest and 
most promising of their days: public 
men, priests, parents; children, wantons, 
criminals, blotted out with equal impar- 
tlality by a brutal force that would 
seem to have but a casual use for the 
life she flung broadcast on her planets. 
Man was the helpless victim of nature, 
@ calf in a tiger’s paws. If she over- 
looked him, or swept him contemptu- 
ously into the class of her favorites, 
well and good; otherwise he was her 
eport, the plaything of her idle moments. 
Those that-cried “But why?” ‘What 
reason?’ ““‘What use?’’ were those that
